Mrs. 'Johnson paused at in- 
tervals during the paper for the 
soloists and chorus to illustrate the 
type and style of the composers 
mentioned. 


Since the World War there has 


been a great revival of interest in 
Spanish music, an interest largely 
generated by the Spanish people 
themselves, who have hoped to 
bring back the standards of the 
eighteenth century, the "Golden 
Age" of Spanish music. One com- 
poser, who has benefitted by this 
attitude is Isaac Albeniz. Albentz 
was recognized as a pianist at the 
age of fifteen by Alphonso XII 
who gave him a pension. Later he 
turned his attention to composing, 
with excellent success. His skill as 
a composer of vocal music is dem- 
onstrated by two songs in 
the 


modern manner, "First Star of 
Love," a tango, and "II En Est de 
L' Amour," a love song. These were 
capably sung by Miss Mary Rad- 
cliffe and Mrs. Ray Davis. 


The composer, Manuel de Falla, 


like many another Spanish musi- 
cian, received most of his training 
in Paris, but returned to Spain to 
compose. 


The Monday club chorus, under 


the direction of Mrs. James Mof- 
fitt, presented two arrangements 
of Spanish folk 
music. 
These 


songs were typical of the folk mu- 
sic of that country by their smooth 
melodic flow and the subtle melan- 
choly of both words and 
music. 


The first was "Song of Exile," a 
seguidilla from Castile, and the 
second, "The Carnival." 


Miss Mary Radcliffe followed 


these numbers with a solo, "The 
Goddess of the Garden" illustra- 
ting the modern manner of Enrico 
Granados. 


Although the opera "Carmen" 


was composed by a Frenchman, 
Bizet, it is perhaps more typically 
Spanish in feeling and style than 
any other opera ever written. The 
beautiful "Habenera" was sung by 
Miss Eleanor Snyder with much 
charm and sympathy. 


Sarasate, the great Spanish vio- 


linist, composed extensively and 
well. His "Navarre," a jota or 
dance, composed originally for two 
violins, has been transcribed for 
two pianos and was. played in that 
arrangement by Miss 
Gretchen 


Moeller and Mrs. lone Reicheldor- 
fer. They gave a stirring- rendition 
of the beautiful composition, which 
reflects so well both the Spanish 
idiom and the modern manner of 
its composer. 


After a brief discussion of the 


composer Turina, Mrs. Johnson 
concluded her paper with an appre- 
ciation of' the influence of Spain 
and Spanish music on the culture 
of the United States. 


The programs for next 
year 


were distributed by Miss Alice Ada 
May, and discussed by her. The 
prospect of an interesting 
and 


valuable season was insured to all 
members by Miss Mav's explana- 
tion. The subject for the year will 
be Soandanayian countries. 
The 


program committee, Miss May, 
Mrs. G. H. Adkins, and Miss Gret- 
chen Moeller, deserves much cre- 
dit, for the extent of its labors to
